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The Finance Committee Tuesday night 
approved transfers from the reserve fund 
of $13,865.84 for fiscal 1979. 

Transfers are made by the FinCom at 
the request of the town manager to meet 
unforeseen or emergency matters during 
the course of the fiscal year. 

Included in the requests for the last 
fiscal year were $7,013.44 for street 
lighting and $2,772.22, for town counsel. 
The transfer to the counsel account, and 
not necessarily paid to the town counsel, 
included funds for police labor 
negotiations and the continuing litigation 
involving former School Committeemen 
John Wragg and John Lyons, vs. the town.

The Wragg-Lyons case involves the in- 
volvement of the two former school com- 
mitteemen in a school board decision not 
to reappoint Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools Edward Regan in 1974. 

A transfer approved for fiscal 1979 
provided $3,500 for psychological testing 
for finalists in the shortly to be filled 
positions of director of community 
development, director of community ser- 
vices, and highway superintendent and for 
paying for travel expenses connected with 
the necessary personal interviews.

The town’s use of the Sacred Heart 
property is to be put into perspective by 
Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark, who 
found out this week that Andover ap- 
parently was interested in securing the 
land, and had no definite plans.

FinCom Holds New Post 


The assessor’s department will continue 
to have an assistant, but will be on a con- 
tractural basis for the time being. 

The Finance Committee Tuesday night 
failed to approve a transfer request to 
provide for the new municipal position. 
Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark and 
Assessor William H. Russell had asked a 
transfer of $11,267 to provide for the posi- 
tion full time.

Frank Ragonese has been employed by 
the town in the assessor’s department for 
a year up to this past March, and retained 
on a contractual basis through the end of 
the fiscal year. 

Both Clark and Russell explained the in- 
creased workload of the assessor’s office 
and the fact that Ragonese was now train- 
ed to perform the functions of the office. 

In his discussion with selectmen Mon- 
day night, Clark explained that the 
workload in the assessor’s office has 
prevented tax bills from going out earlier 
these past few years. 

This has prevented the town from realiz- 
ing $30,000 to $40,000 in interest from plac- 
ing the tax payments in banks. 

Selectman Edward M. Harris noted that 
the assistant assessor position was 
stricken from the budget during dis- 
cussions prior to the annual town meeting. 
He said he supported the need for 
assistance at that time and still does, but 
was disturbed at the procedure — bringing 
in the new position in a transfer request. 

Chairman Cole echoed Harris’ feelings, 
indicating that he was not opposed to put- 
ting the person in, but opposed to the 
method of transferring funds. 


Selectmen generally concurred with Clark 


on the need for the assistant, but took ex- 
ception to the methodology. The Finance 
Committee Tuesday night felt it better to 
wait until a subsequent meeting to review 
the matter. 
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The fiscal 1979 state budget signed by 
Governor Michael Dukakis Monday in- 
cludes $677,634 in increased local aid and 
property tax relief for Andover. 

Statewide, approximately $300 million in 
new local aid will go back to cities and 
towns. 

‘Thanks to the continued strength of our 
economy, and because of the steps we 
have taken to control state spending over 
the past three years, we now have a sub- 
stantial surplus to use for property tax 
relief,’’ the Governor said. ‘“The new local 
aid program should mean significant 
property tax relief in all our communities 
and in some, property tax cuts.”’ 


Included in the new local aid and proper- 
ty tax relief program are: 

A $150 million increase in school aid, to 
be distributed under a new formula aimed 
at equalizing educational opportunity and 
reducing reliance on the property tax for 
local educational funding.

Laird explained that the concept is for 
people who no longer are interested in the 
enhancement of their estate, but rather in 
the preservation of their estate.

Abbey hall will also be used as a part of 
the new facilities. 

Looking in from school street, the total 
project will be enclosed in the tree-lined 
area leading to the right of the campus 
toward Phillips Academy. 

Entrance and exit roads will be from 
School and Phillips streets. 

Building coverage of the property will 
be 26.2 per cent as compared to the pre- 
sent 13 per cent. 

Chairman Albert Cole of the selectmen 
said the town was pleased with the presen- 
tation and felt that additional information 
would be required as to what services 
were needed and what zoning accom- 
modations would be necessary to allow the 
project to go forward. 

Atty. Robert S. Zollner, counsel for Life 
Care and Phillips explained that he 
thought possibly a zoning change would be 
necessary, since the area is currently 
classed as residential B. 

Planning Consultant Phillip Herr said 
that drawing up a zoning bylaw to provide 
for such a development would take some 
time, but was not an impossible task. He 
wondered about the possibility of a 
variance and proceeding through the 
board of appeals, a procedure followed by 
Crowninshield when they sought conver- 
sion of the Sacred Heart school to apart- 
ment use. 

These matters will now be studied by 
Life Care, Phillips and appropriate local 
boards as they aim for an October town 
meeting deadline, with Atty. Zollner 
pledging complete co-operation with the 
town in providing all information re- 
quired. 

At the outset of the conference session, 
Headmaster Theodore R. Sizer of Phillips, 
explained the considerations of the 
academy trustees in disposing of the Ab- 
bot property and the selection of Life Care 
as the developer. 

Sizer said that reduced size of the total 
school was anticipated when the merger 
took place with the contraction of enroll- 
ment and number of buildings a part of the 
plan in view of the school’s endowments 
which provides scholarships. 

The trustees were lookinng at some 
manner of disposing of the property and 
maintaining an educational objective for 
the campus. 

Abbot considerations included the 
historical significance of the campus and 
the need to find an enterprise which would 
fit the use properly, and blend with the 
character of the neighborhood. 

In placing of older people in a retire- 
ment community as outlined by Life Care, 
it would permit accommodation of a sec- 
tor of the population which is growing and 
least served. For student at Phillips, Sizer 
said, it would provide for an in- 
tergenerational experience and seemed 
consistent with views shared by trustees 
on what to do with the Abbot property. 

Another consideration was the need to 
be good neighbors, Sizer said and with 
Phillips retaining ownership of the land, 
this would be assured. 

The headmaster said Phillips was con-

Beat it, Fido! 
We've Got Mosquitoes 


A quorum for the October town meeting, somewhat in 
doubt a week ago, now appears assured with the 
emergence of another major issue — mosquitoes. 

There will be such issues as rezoning for a major pro- 
ject to go on the former Abbot Academy campus, 
maybe some heavy expenditures and possibly some 
other items of importance to the life of the municipali- 
ty. 
But we can foresee at this juncture that if a marquee 
adorned the auditorium at East Junior High, on town 
meeting night it would read: 


Tonight’s Feature 
Mosquitoes 


Which, of course, puts the dogs in their place. No 
more fiddling with fickle fido until we curb this mos- 
quito menace. 

A citizens group appeared before selectmen this week 
intent on seeking some relief from the buzzing 
‘buzzerds’ which have descended on Andover in droves 
this year. 

Despite the feelings of town officials that mosquito 
control programs don’t work and are too costly, the 
citizens seem prepared to go forward seeking some kind 
of relief from the pestiferous, annoying, stinging in- 
sects. 

Despite their impassioned explanations of how mos- 
quito control is costly and ineffective, we tend to side 
with the citizens in seeking reduction in the mosquito 
population in Andover by whatever means. 

The age-old, sure-fire remedy for ridding the area of 
mosquitoes — smacking the insects between two boards 
— is no longer applicable due to their proliferation. 

The theory that spraying only Andover won’t held 
because mosquitoes will drift over the line from nearby 


communities may also not hold stagnant water, based 
on information from skeeterologists (those involved in 
the study of the lifestyle of the mosquito. ) 

North Andover mosquitoes haven’t come to Andover 
since the Thanksgiving football rivalry between the two 
schools was abandoned some years ago. ; 

Tewksbury skeeters stopped coming over the line 
when Andover sent their neighbors a preposterous 
water bill a couple of years ago for tapping our lines by 
mistake. 

Wilmington and North Reading mosquitoes are 
basically lazy and don’t find the trip worthwhile. 

Lawrence mosquitoes are too busy organizing while 
awaiting a high school project. 

Greatest objection to any mosquito control program 
would come from the conservation minded. 

Now Andover is a leader in the acquiring and main- 
taining of conservation land, having handed over con- 
siderable amounts of money over the past decade to ob- 
tain green acres and wetlands. 

Wetlands, we are given to understand, are production 
areas for mosquitoes. 

It is therefore conceivable that our generosity with 
regards to conservation over the years may well, have 
contributed to handing of our backyards and 
recreational environs over to the mosquito population. 

In times when fairness and equality are of paramount 
consideration, isn’t it reasonable to expect that Andover 
taxpayers could have a few bucks to get rid of, or at 
least drastically reduce the apparent infestation of 
mosquitoes? 

It also seems reasonable that a town which can con- 
centrate great effort toward leashing dogs, can go a 
step further and obliterate mosquitoes. 

It is of such matters which make town meeting agen- 
das worthwhile.

WASHINGTON — Seven 
months ago, President 
Carter ordered a crack- 
down on Uganda’s brutal 
dictator, Idi Amin. Yet the 
State Department seems to 
be ignoring Carter’s 
instructions. 

The president issued the 
instructions on November 
21 at a closed door Cabinet 
meeting. We have seen the 
secret minutes. 

The subject was brought 
up by Housing and Urban 
Development Secretary 
Patricia Harris. According 
to the minutes, she ‘‘urged 
that the United States take 
a more condemnatory atti- 
tude toward Uganda. 
Harris noted the astronom- 
ical number of blacks who 
have been murdered and 
said she hopes that the U.S. 
government will do every- 
thing in its power to isolate 
the Ugandan govern- 
ment.”’ 

Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance was in Argentina on 
November 21, so the State 
Department was_repre- 
sented at the Cabinet meet- 
ing by the Deputy Secre- 
tary, Warren Christopher. 
According to the secret 
minutes, he merely ex- 
plained that the United 
States had no diplomatic 
relations with Uganda. 

Then the president spoke 
up. ‘‘We have been too 
reticent in our public state- 
ments about the repressive 
actions of the Ugandan 
government,”’’ he said. He 
directed that ‘‘we should 
strengthen our efforts to 
condemn the practices of 
that government.”’ 

The minutes show that 
Christopher promised to 
‘follow up’’ on the presi- 
dent’s instructions. Yet

Carter Wants Crackdown 
On Uganda Dictator Amin 


Harrop appeared before a 
Senate subcommittee and 
was apologetic toward 
Amin. He even denied that 
the Ugandan dictator aids 
and abets terrorists. 

We have seen secret in- 
telligence reports which 
state flatly that Amin is in 
league with terrorist 
groups. One report claims 
he has actively encouraged 
terrorists to hijack another 
airliner and bring it to 
Entebbe. The last hijacked 
passengers who landed at 
Entebbe were rescued by 
Israeli commandos. 
Apparently, Amin wants to 
defy the Israelis to try it 
again. 

Sen. Frank Church, D- 
Idaho, listened to Harrop’s 
testimony with growing 
outrage. The senator told 
us afterward that he in- 
tends to protest personally 
to both President Carter 
and Secretary Vance. 


We would like to add a 
personal note. Several 
weeks ago, a representa- 
tive from Uganda 
appeared in our office to 
take issue with our criti- 
cism of Idi Amin. The 
representative said Amin 
had sent him to extend a 
personal invitation for us 
to visit Uganda and see for 
ourselves the conditions 
there. 


We accepted the invita- 
tion. Thereafter, we spoke 
to the dictator’s represent- 
ative several times on the 
phone. He insisted that ar- 
rangements were being 
made for us to interview 
Amin. That is the last word 
we heard from him. Idi 
Amin has welshed on the 
invitation. 

Drug Flights: Drug ad- 
diction has reached epi- 
demic proportions in the 


United States. Yet the au- 
thorities have been unable 
to stop the drug smuggling. 

Every puff of marijuana, 
every snort of cocaine, 
every shot of heroin helps 
to subsidize crime and cor- 
rupt public officials. But 
millions of American drug 
users are in league, indi- 
rectly, with the drug smug- 
glers who bribe and steal 
and kill. 

The smugglers are win- 
ning the narcotics war in 
the skies. They are steal- 
ing airplanes by the score. 
Then they compound the 
felony by using the stolen 
aircraft to fly drugs into 
the United States. 


According to the confi- 
dential files of the Drug 
Enforcement Administra- 
tion, more than half of the 
airplane theftS last year 
were drug-related. The 
smugglers steal airplanes 
in the border states, espe- 
cially Arizona and Califor- 
nia. The thieves prefer sin- 
gle-engine planes which 
are unobtrusive and can be 
landed on remote, dirt 
fields. 


The secret files claim the 
planes are often stolen by 
professional hijackers un- 
der contract to drug smug- 
glers. In some cases, pilot- 
smugglers crash their own 
planes, evade the police 
and report their planes as 
stolen. Then they cheat the 
insurance companies by 
filing false claims. 


False Report: We fre- 
quently quote government 
intelligence reports, but 
we are always careful to 
double check them. The 
government’s spies, it 
seems, are not always 
accurate. 

Recently, for example, 
we obtained a confidential 


warning issued by the U.S. 
Border Patrol. It disclosed 
that Mexican agitators and 
terrorists were being 
trained in Moscow for anti- 
American activities along 
the Mexican border. 


We checked several 
sources and learned that 
the intelligence report was 
just plain wrong. One State 
Department source, for 
example, assured us that 
the government knows of 
no Mexican terrorists 
training in Moscow.

School Plans Streamlined 


2,000-seat high school auditorium, and also 
dropped new classrooms for crafts, child- 
care, power technology and general 
science. 

However, the ed specs still call for an 
additional 48,712 square feet of space at 
the high school, including eight new 
classrooms for basic subjects, as well as 
seven new rooms that will be used by West 
Jr. High 9th graders. 


Also added would be a math lab, com- 
puter lab room, health and career educa- 
tion space, a study hall, expanded office 
and storage space, as well as an expansion 
of the library into the large group room. 

The specs are based on a projected 
enrollment of 1450 pupils. 


Relaively minor renovations at West 
Junior High will include expanded library 
space, a girls athletic team room and im- 
provements of several classrooms in the 
area of ventilation and storage space, all 
for an anticipated enrollment of 700. 


Major renovations would occur at 
‘“‘descript’’ East Jr. High, though 
revisions have eliminated one arts and 
crafts room and an industrial arts rooms, 
and reduced the proposed media center 
from 8,000 to 6,200 square feet, for a total 
reducation of 5,057 square feet. 

However, most of East’s classrooms 
will still be enlarged to a minimum of 850 - 
square feet. Added will be phys ed space 
plus tennis courts; a computer lab; new 
rooms for ‘‘special’’ subjects such as 
music, health and career education; a stu- 
dent activity room, and work areas for 
teachers. Enrollment there is expected to 
reach 750. 

The building committee has $720,000, ap- 
proved by Town Meeting in April, with 
which to draw up plans for the project 
Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert calls ‘‘the most 
streamlined model we can live with.” 


The revisions were approved Wednes- 
day without objection by the school com- 
mittee.

retained as a municipal property or sold. 

Clark said this week that, recognizing 
the town’s need for more space for its 
agencies, and facing major expenditures 
for school construction, it seemed prudent 
to work toward making the best use of ex- 
isting municipal properties. 

With that in mind, he had tentatively 
devised a plan to move the regional 
library facility from the theater building 
on Essex street, to the basement of the 
Cardinal Cushing gym, provided it was 
agreeable to the library officials. 

This would allow moving the Haven 
from upstairs to the first floor, taking 
federal funds provided for an elevator at 
the building and reapplying the money to 
removal of architectural barriers in such 
areas as lavatories there. 

The second floor of the theater building 
would accommodate the new community 
development agency, and also provide 
badly needed meeting room space for such 
boards as the planning board, board of 
appeals, etc. when hearings are schedul- 
ed. 

The town hall, with the realignment, 
would then be devoted completely to town 
administration and finance, the second 
floor becoming available for the new data 
processing systems to be purchased in the 
near future. 

Under such plan, Clark estimates that 
thoughts of the need of a new town hall 
could be delayed a good 10 to 15 years. 

The overall plan, the manager 
emphasized, is entirely preliminary at this 
point.
